IN ECUADOR, OUTSIDE OF CONSTRUCTION INVOLVED IN MAJOR

BOOM CONDITIONS, IT IS STILL VERY ACTIVE. A LIMITING

OBJECTIVE AND RATIONALE: THE METALWORKING INDUSTRY IN 
ECUADOR IS IN AN INFANT STAGE. HOWEVER, BY FY 1978 WE 
EXPECT IT TO BEGIN TO MAKE STRIDES. THE ELEMENT PROVIDING 
THE MAJOR IMPULSE FOR SUCH DEVELOPMENT IS THE INTENTION 
OF THE ECUADOREAN GOVERNMENT IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANCOM 
INDUSTRIAL ASSIGNMENTS- TO BEGIN EITHER THE ASSEMBLY OR 
PRODUCTION OF CERTAIN TYPES OF PASSENGER VEHICLES AND 
TRUCKS. THE GOVERNMENT IS LIKELY TO REQUIRE THAT THE
